the  Metropolitan  Museum  in  New  York,  the  Corcoran 
Gallery  in  Washington,  the  John  Herron  Art  Institute 
in  Indianapolis,  the  Buffalo  Academy,  and  the  City 
Art  Museum  in  St.  Louis,
